The common council of the city of Mil-
ward tax author- 
ised. 	waukee may at any time of levying other city taxes 

for the year 1865, increase the amount now allowed by 
law to be raised for ward purposes in and for the fifth 
ward of the city of Milwaukee. The increased sum to 
be raised for the purposes above specified, may be five 
mills on the dollar upon all the taxable property in said 
ward, but shall not exceed the amount above specified; 
such tax to be collected at the same time and in the 
same manner as other city taxes are collected. 

lordr:44"Pria6.  SECTION 2. The said tax shall be used, applied and 
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appropriated for the same uses and purposes as the gen-
eral ward taxes are used and appropriated.

CHAPTER 464.

AN ACT to amend chapter 21 of the revised statutes of 1888, re- 
lating  to the election of re gents of the university. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sm-
ogs and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section four (4) of chapter twenty-one  
(21) of the revised statutes of 1868, is hereby amended, ed. 

BO as to read as follows: "The members of the board 
of regents now in office, shall continue to -hold their of-
fices, respectively, for the term of six years from the 
first Monday of January of the year in which they were 
elected. During the session of the legislature in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, and 
biennially thereafter, there shall be elected by the sen-
ate and assembly four (4) members of the board of re-
gents, to supply the vacancies made by the expiration of 
the terms of office of the members of said board, and 
They shall hold their offices for six years, respectively, 
from the first day of May next after their election, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified." 

SacrioN 2. This sot shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
